TAKIFF CHANGES. 



Finance Minister Foster PresentB Hta 
Budgret Statement and Fiseal' 
Proposals. 

Outline of the Policy Which He Sub 
mits to tho House of 
CJommons. 



(From our pwii Cerrespondoiit.) 
Ottawa, Marob 27.— Tlie linanoe Minis 
tar, Hod. O. E. Foster, delivered his budget 
speeoh to-day. Ho apoko at length before 
giving tho details of the new tariff, arguing 
thatCanada'a goographioal position rendered 
it neoeaaary that aho should protect her in- 
dustries. He pointed oub that a protoctivo 
tariff In itaL inwption in a young country 
must be neoeasarily high at first. Canadian 
induatriea since 1878 had materially devel- 
oped and prices were lower. The same 
amount of protootion need not therefore bo 
maintained. The general cffeot of tho new 
tariff would bo to increase trade with Groat 
Britain. Every reciprocal concession mado 
to tbo United States would bo participated 
in by tho Mother Country and tho colonies. 
The readjusting of the tariff was to simplify 
it by abolishing mixed duties. The reduc- 
tion in revenue Is estimated at a million and 
a quarter dollars, on the basis of last year's 
imports. 

Resuming at 8:.30 Hon, Mr. Foster pro- 
ceeded with the tariff changes. Tho follow- 
ing are the most important : 

Live animals, 30 to 20 per cent,; live 
hogB, formerly 2 cents a pound are now 25 
per cent; iroeh mutton reduced from 3 
cents to 2 cents ; pork, 25 per cent., instead 
of 1 } cents on heavy pork and 3 centa on 
light pork. 

Lard and oottolene are changed from 3centB 
a pound to 2o per cent ; baoBwax ia reduced 
from 20 per cent, to 10 per cent. ; oandlea 
aro reduced to an ad vul. of 25 per cent ; 
common soup 1 cent per pound instead of 
IJ cents ; perfumed soapa 35 per cent, in- 
stead of mixed dutiea ; glue and muoilago 
are uniform at 25 per oont. 

Feathers 20 per cent,; dreasod feathers 
reduced from 35 per cent to 30 per cent ; 
butter and cheeao unchanged ; condensed 
milk and similar goods all at 30 per cent. 

Corn and barloy remain the aamo, except 
that they shall come in free from any country 
whioh admits tho Cinadian product free ; 

tu are unchanged. Raw rice free, instead 
of 17i per cent ; uleaned rice, 1 cent per 
pound, inate&d of I j: cents per pound. Rioa 
and aago flour are now 25 per cent. Bis- 
cuitB are inado uniform at 25 per cent. 
Starch ia now 1^ conta per pound. 

Sweet potatoca and yams are made 10 
centa a bushel, o reduction in favor of Ber- 
muda ; pickles and Bauoes are made uniform 
at 35 per cent. Garden seeds are un- 
changed ; mustard cake is reduced 5 per 
cent,; hops are the same at 6 cents a pound; 
compressed yeast is reduced ; fruit trees 
are now 3 csnts each ; fruit plants grouped 
ad valorem at 20 per cent. This ends the 
agricultural items. • ~ 

Books are changed from ISper ot. to 6o per 
pound with British copyright books at 12} 
per cent, in addition for royalty. This 
duty ia to oontinne until March 27, 1893, 
when it will be 6 cents a pound; wall papers 
are uniform at 35 per oont. The vinegar 
duty is unchanged, bub the excise revenue 
will bo increased by about §30,000. Patent 
medicines are unohanged. 

In illuminating oils the GoTernmenb did 
notpropoeo nny change this year, but on oil 
coming in in barrels tho duty on each barrel 
ia reduced to 20 per cent. Linocud and 
flaxaeed oil aro reduced from 1^ cents per 
pound to 25 per cent. Olive oil in bulk tor 
manufacturing purposes ia placed on tho 
free list. Ochres and sionnas are reduced 
from .30 per cent, to 20 per cent. Turpen- 
tine is reducod to 5 per cent. 

Cliina and earthenware aro uniform at 30 
per cent. ; plato filusa, small siz-ja, 4 cents 
per aquaro foot ; marble and slato in tho 
rough, .30 per cent. ; slato pencils 20 per 
cent. ; leather board 20 per oont. ; leather 
in Bkina, belting leather and aolo leather of 
all kinda aro slightly reduced. 

Under the head of motala, Hon. Mr. 
Foster said that iron had received special 
consideration ; pig iron remains at ?i per 
ton ; bar iron has been reduced from $13 to 
$10 per ton. To encourage tho manufacture 
ot puddle bar a bonus of §2 per ton will be 
given for Qvo years. A large reduction has 
been made in ateel or iron shcota thinner 
than 17 gauge, also on iron boilerplate. 
ForgingB of iron und steel aro mado 35 per 
cent. ; ateel raila for steam railwaya, free ; 
and for electric railways, 30 per cent. 

Kaila are changed to 30 per oenti. House 
furnishing hardware is all at 32} per cent. 
Hatohets, mattooks, picks, etc., are reduced 
to 30 per cent.; axes, lawn mowers, hoes, 
etc., snovels artd spades, 35 per cent.; sur- 
gical and dental inatrnmeDto are reduced to 
15 per cent. 

On railway locomotives B straight duty of 
35 per cent, will be levied j agricultural im- 
plements are reduced from 35 to 20 per 
cent. A strong demand had been mado by 
tho farmora for tho reduction, many had 
asked that the duty bo taken off altogether, 
but tho reduction in tho duties on iron 
would tend to reduce the cost of imple- 
ments, and tho Government thought it was 
making a liberal concession by striking off 
10 per cent. 

Sewing machines aro made 30 per cent.; 
pumpa and windmills 30 per cent ; nows- 
opcr, boiier plato ia unchanged ; 
barbed wire is roiiuued from a cent and a 
half to threo n'.iartoru of a cent. As a con- 
coasion to tho makers of barbed wire a re- 
duction has been made on tho wire duties. 
Load is unchanged. Plumbago ia reduced 
from 15 to 10 per cent.; farm wagons and 
similar vehicles 25 per cent: all other car 
liuRoa 35 per oont. Muoioal inatruinonts are 
uniform ut 30 per cent. 

Tho colour standard of augar has been 
raised to 16 degrees Dutch standard, whioh 
will oomo in free; sugars above 16 are un- 
changed. 

In cottons sweeping changes have boon 
made; the mixed duties aro abolished and 
the ad valorem Bubstifuted;grey unbleached 
ia made 22} per oent.; white or bleached, 
25, and cotton fabrics made 30 per cent. 
Binder twino iB kept at 124 per cent. Bogs 
of all kinds 20 per cent, and the silk duties 
are unohanged. In woollens great difTiouliy 
had hern experienoed in arranging the tariff, 
yarns, - wools and worsted are given ad 
valorem at 27} per oent; and all manufao 
turns from wool 30 per cent. 

Fertilizers compounded are reduced from 
20 to 10 per cent. With reference to the 
free list, the duties on all aoids, drugs, dyes 



and stuffs used in dyeing have been made 
free. 

Coke, dutiable at 50 cents p.ir ton, ia now 
free. There is no change in bituminous 
coal. Globea, aatronomlcal and geographi- 
cal, aro also free. Mining and smelting 
machinery not made in Canada, will be oon- 
tinued free up to May, 1896. 

In tobaccos there ia no change, and in 
spirituous liquors no change, filalt has had 
a half cent taken off, it being 1^ instead of 
2 cents per pound. 

In ooal oil there is no ohange, but the 
barrels are reduoed frota'40/ to .20 cents; 
crude oils and gas oils are re'duoed One-half ; 
lubricating oil is 25 per cent. 

Manufaotured lumber, including railway 
ties, staves, shingles, pickets, etc., is made 
free, a opnoession. to -^aultoba and the 
NorthweabJ bat , if any .dduB&y imposes a 
duty on the above- olaasea''. of '' lnmber, the 
Government may by proclamation impose 
an export duty on logs. 

Mr. Foster continued ; — "There is a net 
reduation in the taxation of a million and a 
quarter or a million and a half. It was a 
sharp cut, but he had every hope that the 
revenue would soon acquire buoyancy. He 
hoped, however, to keep tho expenditure 
well within tho revenue. In conclusion, bo 
thanked tho House for their kind oonsidor- 
ation, and resumed hia seat at 11 o'clock, 
having apoken for nearly five hours. 

Sir Richard Cartwrighti moved tho ad- 
journment of tho debate.

WiiTKiBEO, Marsh 27.— (Speolal)-:-<36orge 
Bull's grist mill at St. Albert, near Edmon- 
ton, was destroyed by fire to-day. The mill 
contained 5,000 bushels of wheat and a 
quantity of Hour.

Wasuington, March 27.— Mr. Thurston, 
the Hawaiian minister, was aekod to-day if 
he had anything to say regarding the,, 
published remarka of Thoo, H. Davies, Ibai . 
whioh be made declarationa to the effect that 
tho Provisional Government aro adventurers 
and that they are maintaining " a reign of 
terror " in Honolulu ; that the community is 
at the mercy of spies and broken down Ger- 
mans and Portuguese,* and in which he de- 
scribes ita " utter weakness " and denies 
that it is about to CBtablisb a permanent 
republic. Mr. Thurston replied : I don't 
know that there Is muoh that needs 'o be 
said. After the report by Mr. Willis to the 
President that the members of the Provla- 
ional Government aro without exception men 
of integrity and public spirit, and that 
the Royalists, of whom Mr. Davies ia a 
leader, are a bad lot, it does not aeem 
neoeaaary to make a reply to every man who 
can get himaelf interviewed. This peraon 
ia what may be called a " profeasionM nob- 
chief maker." He has for yeara been the 
head and front of an nnreoaoning anU- 
Amerioan, British faction, and although he 
has become a rich man through tbe bounty 
of the United States by means of the reel- . 
prooity treaty, be is always ready to go out 
of bis way to oppose and injure the advance- 
ment of American interests in Hawaii. 
Only a couple cf months prior to tho revolu- 
tion in Honolulu he wrote a aorica of letters 
to tho papera opposing the eatabliahmont of 
a United States naval atation at Pearl Har- 
bour under any oonditiona, for tho reason, 
among others, that it would become a nest 
of criminals, burglars, defaulters and jail 
birds, who would sail out and prey upon tho 
surrounding country. He waa so proud of 
this correspondence that ho had it printed 
in pamphlet form and aont it around broad- 
caat. 

Ho has been spending threo or four 
months in Hawaii, making the moat fran- 
tic efforta to stir up atrifo and overthrow 
the Proviaional Government. He has ut- 
terly failed and ia now renewing his efforta 
liere. The law providing for the deporta- 
tion of dangeroua persons and snapioions 
characters, who are attempting to over- 
throw the Government, was provided for 
just such men as Daviea and a number of. 
hia fellow countrymen, who have recently 
been coming over from Canada to restore 
tho monarchy. It became so warm for him 
in Honolulu that ho thought it best to 
move on, and naturally ho doea not like 
the uiv or the Government. Aa to the ' 
reign of terror, it exiats only Among 
the Royalists of the Davies stripe, 
who are gradually realizing the terrible 
fact that the mbnarchy and ita perquisites 
have gone for ever. Mr. Daviea propheaies 
hat no Republican government will lie 
formed. The Provisional Government has 
a most exasperating habit, however, of fail- 
ing to fulfil propheaies. It has kept the 
military forces of the Government in a 
chronic state of mutiny and the leaders in 
hopeless disagreement, while the Govern- 
ment ia constantly on the verge of disrup- 
tion, yet, in all thia gloom and woe, the 
Government has gono quietly about ita buai- 
neaa, paid its debts, accumulated a largo 
treasury surplus, larger tlian there has been 
for years, haa created a well organized, well 
drilled and loyal body of regular militia, 
and resurvca whioh was never under better 
discipline and more loyal than to-day, and 
ia now proceeding with deliberation and 
dignity to eatablish a republic by calling a 
cons'itutional convention, in the selection 
of which all votera, foreign and native, are 
to bo allowed an equal voice, the one condi- 
tion being a renunciation of all allegiance to 
tho monarchy and an oath to support the 
republic. 

Mr. Davies and those who think that we 
should again put our necks under the heel 
of Lilluokalaui, claim that the choico as 
between the republic and a monarchy should 
bo put to a vote; wo do not propose to do 
anything of tho kind, however. That ques- 
tion has been settled by arms and we do nob 
propose to re open it for discussion, any 
more than the U. S. opened tbe question 
of state rights and slavery, after the 
war had settled these questions. j?he mon- 
archy is a thing of the past.. - The people of 
the Islands are lookfaig forward to a living 
republic and not backward. to a dead mon- 
archy, and they will overcome all ob'staolea 
and Bohieve their object. Mr. ' DAviea and 
hia fellow royaliata have planted tbemaelves 
in the road in front of. the oar of priwnMr 
Utbeydd ndt' get out of the way the car 
will run over them, and that ia all;"

London, March 25. — lb is probable that 
the moat unhappy politician in the country 
ia John Morley. Ho has been compelled 
dtring tho laat eighteen months to swallow 
both tho Britiah occupation of Egypt and 
tho eight hour hill. Having Buffered those 
huniilifttiona at tho handa of Mr. Gladatono, 
he ia obliged by Lord Roaohery to swoUow 
what ia praotically the ahelvinc; of Home 
Rule. Mr. Morley occupies a trying posi- 
tion, and it is quite on the cards that we 
may hear of his resignation before another 
month has passed over our heads. 

Though Mr. Sexton, somewhat in tho 
style of the Biarritz telegram, haa declared 
that he haa no intention of resigning, there 
is no doubt whatever that beforo long tho 
Irish parliamentary party will lose one or 
more of those few members who can be said 
to give it an air of roapaotability. Probably 
the lirA to go will bo Justin McCarthy, His 
health is not good, he has plenty of outaido 
work that he wauta to do, and ho ia tired. 
Nor does ho stand alone in his retiring dis- 
position, sovcriki other members of the anti- 
Pamcllito section are determined to out 
their connection at the firat reaaonable 
opportunity. 

Several times lost session there wore 
rumors that Mr. Feel might resign bis ofBoe 
as Speaker, For the moat part they wore 
mere gusaaea founded upon the observation 
of the obvious strain put upon the Speaker 
by the longest and.fieroeat aeaaion on record. 
Mr. Peel's present _indl8po8ltlda, has not 
been serious, but/Ue will', be" ini, hia place on 
Thursday aooordfaig to'preaent expectations, 
but on unquestionable good authority it is 
being said he will not'offe'r'himself again to 
tho House after dissolution. Hia loss will 
be irreparable, and it is to be hoped that he 
may be able to reconsider what there is 
reason to fear ia his preaent intention. 

The Queen, who is much enjoying her 
stay in Florenco, ia in excellent health and 
very good spirits. Her Majeaty met with a 
alight accident at Wiudaor Castle on the 
day after her return there from Loudon. 
She had a fall, which hurt her knee, but 
she is now quite recovered. Tho Queen ia to 
pay a rent of 80,000 francs for Villa Fabbri- 
cottl, which sum is to be distributed by 
Count Fabbriootti among the charities of 
Florence. 

Considerable curiosity exiata aa to the 
color of Lord Roaebory's ecclesiastical ap- 
pointments. His opinions aro believed to 
bo very broad, and hia beau ideal of a cleric 
is alleged to bo Prebeudary William Rogora 
of Balliol fame, while it would not bo sur- 
prising if men of the typo of Prebendary 
Eyton and I'rof. Shuttloworth were to re- 
ceive oflioial intimation of an appointiicnt. 

The experiment of recruiting 800 men 
from tho merchant service for the royal 
navy will excite much curiosity and in- 
terest. There ia likely to bo conaiderable 
dithculty in getting merchant bluejackets to 
submit to the disoipiioo of a man-of war for 
19 penoe'(abont 40 cents) a day,* the' present 
wages of an able seaman. It will take a 
year at least to lick those who join into 
aomo sort of useful shape. But scarcely 
any men worth having will bo likely to join, 

The Duke and Duchess of Newcastle spent 
a few days in Rome at the Palazza Dorla, 
on their way from India, so that the Duke 
might see his sister, Princess Doria, and bis 
mother, who are staying there. They have 
now arrived at Clumber. The Duke's health 
waa much benefited by hia tour around the 
world, although the consequences of tho 
riding accident ho met with in India might 
have been very serious. 

In the recent fire at Duncomho Park, 
Lady Foversham lost her diamonds, valued 
at £10,000. Under tho direction of tho in- 
suraDCo company, the ruina wore moat care- 
fully examined all around tho portion nhoro 
Lady Feveraham's boudoir was, with the 
result that half the diamonda have been 
recovered.

An IntecestiDi; budget reapeotlag tho 
movements of Yletoria f aeftleEB ' and. their 
orewa In Yokobama' Is ' contained in tho 
newspaper filea brought by tho Tacotna, in- 
oludiog an acooant of tho troubles of tho 
steam schooner Worlook, which was. seized 
on February 11 for a debt of §890 contracted 
for provitions supplied during her long stay 
in YokohamA. - Tbo/oase.oaina up foe bear- 
ing in H.B.M.'a ooorti^YokohiuriBi oa the 
7th inst., when the principal teatimdny 
given, together with the jndgmeiit rendered, 
was as follows : 

" Thotnaa Melvin LiifBo, the plaintiff, 
deposed that ho was a ship chandler carry- 
ieg on bnainesB in Yokohama. He had 
acted aa a^eat of the VVoriock since her ar- 
rival in port, and had Bupplied the Captain 
with provisions and stores during tho time 
and also advanced him money for diabur^c 
ments on acuount of the ship, for telegrams, 
etc. He hud applied to tho captain for piy- 
ment, and tho Ctiptain told him ho had no 
money and oould not get any. There wdb 
noowner'^of tho vessel in Jipan, to his 
knowledge, when ho supplied tbo goods 
or fcinoe. He understood from the Cup- 
tain and from the son of tho owner that 
Mr. Kelly, of Victoria, was the owner. 
Mr. Andrew Kolly, tho son of the owner, 
who held a power of attorney from hia 
father, made an attempt to eell tho enginfa 
out of tlio ship. The sale did not como oil, 
however. His total olaim had boon $980, 
of which S90 was piid by tho captain on 
account." 

"Adolph Bidderbjelke, the master, in 
reply to the court, said he had no funds and 
never had any on the veaael'a account. The 
Bohooner left Victoria on June 10, and 
arrived at Yokohama on November 17. 
They wore acopped fifty or sixty times on 
the voyage throogh the engines breakinc; 
down. He had informed the owner of his 
arrival here and notified him that he was in 
need of provisions and funds for the pay- 
ment of the orow, but got no reply to his 
letters and telegrams ae'nt from\ time to 
time, to the owner and to Mr, Worlook, 
after whom the vessel was named. He waa 
atrandod hero for the want of funds. It 
would take about ,3,000 yen to fit out the 
ship for a seaaon'a cruise, without payment 
of wages to tho crow. Tho articleu would 
expire on May 17. The wages now duo to 
the crow amounted to about §3,500 gold, 
and there wua about S600 due to witness. 
He was at present provisioning the ship on 
his own credit. Tho exponBea amounted to 
between S15 and $20 gold per day, for pro- 
visions and wages. He considered the ves- 
sel worth about §9,000 gold in her present 
condition, but she would probably not 
realise more than 10.000 to 12,000 yen if 
Bold here. 

" His Honor said it appeared that if the 
veasel was sold there would probably be not 
more than enough to pay all olaims. He 
had been told by the conoul that Capt. Cox 
had informed him that the owner of the 
Worlook was bankrupt, and under the oir- 
' bumatancea he thought the best thing they 
bonld do would bo to sell the ship. Judg- 
ment wonid be for tho plaintifT, with costs, 
and if the omount was not paid at once the 
ship would bo sold." 

THE "AUCIIEr's" boat KOUND. 

A telegram from Cape Beale contained tho 
only information obtainable yesterday about 
the wrecked bark Archer. The telegram, 
which was received yesterday morning, 
reada thus : "The Euculet Indians have one 
of the Archer's boata. They took off fifteen 
loada of flour, whiskey, olc, and are now 
all drunk." It was expected the Archer, in 
tow of the tug Pioneer, would have arrived 
in port yesiorday, and had the Lorne been 
available she would no doubt have been dis- 
patched to ascertain the cause of the delay 
and to oiler aeaiatanoa if required. It is 
generally believed, however, that those who 
went down to the Archer have apent conaid* 
erable time in getting the vesael in shape 
for towing. 

AN OVEUDUK TAILOB'S HILL. 

S. J. Murphy, a hunter belonging to the 
steam achooner Worlock, appeared in H. 
B. M.'a court, Yokohamo, early this month 
on a warrant charging him with disoheyirg 
an order of court in not respoL.ding to a 
anmmons for a claim of §63 for clothing 
supplied by Chang Chow, tailor, and $9 
coata. The judgment given in his case 
ordered that he should return to tho tailor 
part of the clothing in question, and that ho 
ahould pay for the balanco of the goods, 
which were more or lesa damaged. Hie 
failure to comply with Ihta order will in- 
volve ioipriaonmcnt.

TSJB SEALING REQULATIONS. 

'Die GoTemmenta of Great Britain and 
the United States have not yet, it appears, 
agreed upon tho way in which effect can bo 
given to the award of tho Behrinf; Sea 
Arbitrators. The Americans complain of 
the dilatorineaa of the British, bat they 
themselves do not seem to have aoted with 
greater promptitude. The legislation neces- 
sary to give effect to the award has not been 
enacted by either country. Tho Americans 
hold that it was not necessary to give tho 
sealers notice of what they proposed to do 
^ in the way of protecting the seals after the 
close season seta in. A Washington tele- 
gram to the Seattle Post-Intelligencer, on 
the inhjeot, contains the following pasasge : 
"Oar government takes the ground that 
they (the sealers) have already had notice 
of the illegality of their proposed operations 
through the decision of the arbitrators and 
the continuance of the modus viveitdi, and 
they will be seized without iiesitation if 
fonnd in the closed sea." We do not think 
any great dependence can be placed upon 
the dictum of the Washington cows corre. 
spondent. We all know with what prompti- 
tude and confidence onr neighbors decide a 
disputed point in their own favor, and we 
also know how liable their hasty decision is 
to be revened by a competent tribunal 
which deliberates impartially and decides 
fairly and intelligently. We are informed 
in tho same telegram that " the two 
Governments are engaged in an effort to ar- 
range the details of a plan by which tho 
British naval forces can work in harmony to 
carry ont the results of the arbitration." It 
ia not likely that those Governments will 
agree upon a course of action wliich will 
inflict injury and loss upon tho sealers who 
sot out on their voyages long before they 
had agreed upon a plan of joint action. 



A REASONABLE VIEW. 

Some time ago tho mere rumor that Esqui- 
malt wos to be fortified, caused our noigh- 
boiB across tho lino a good deal of uncasi- 
noas. Paragraphs appeared in their news- 
papers deolariog that the British intended 
to make another Gibraltar of Esquimalt, 
.and that when tho works were completed 
tiie navigation of the Sound and tho cities 
on its shores would bo completely at tho 
mercy of the British. The Federal Govern- 
ment was warned that if it did not take 
measures to erect fortifications on the Ameri- 
oan coast that something awful would hap- 
pen some day. But now, when tho work of 
strengthening tho harbor and protecting tho 
works and buildings of tho station has been 
commenced, at least ono of tho San Fran- 
cisco papsrs takes a aensihlo view of what is 
bebg done. Xhe San Francisco Examiner 
in an article on the "Fortress at Esqui- 
mau," says : 

The Eequimalt fortifications are entirely 
defenaive. Nobody can pull up tho bomb- 
proof gun-pits and float them down hero to 
shell San Franciaoo. Nor can they serious- 
ly interfere with tho navigation of tho 
Sonnd. They are designed simply to pro- 
tect tho naval station that ia to bo a refuge 
for tho British ships in the Piioiflc, If we 
should have a war with England thnao ships 
wonld menace San Francisco and blockade 
the Sound, but they would do that if there 
-were not a gan mounted at Eequimalt. 

The new fortreea would bo very useful to 
guard the arsenal and storea against a 



simuLAR oomTBRmmm. 

Counterfeiting of a very peculiar kind ia 
now practised in tho United States. Taking 
advantage of tho low market price of silver 
tho counterfeiters are coining dollara in 
every respect identical with the silver dollar 
coined by the Government. They contain 
the aame quantity of pure ailver with ex 
actly the same proportion bf alloy. The 
counterfeit dollar haa the look of tho genuine 
dollar, it haa precisely the same ring, and 
chemical teata.oan ahow no difference be 
tweon them. Yet one ia nob worth more 
than fifty oenta and the other paaaea oqrrent 
for a hundred centa. 

It ia, wo beliovo, the first time in tho 
history of the world that it haa paid coiners 
to utter counterfeit Bilver coin as pure and 
of the same weight as the genuine coin i and 
the wonderful part of the business is that the 
counterfeiters make a handsome profit by 
coining money which is in no respect 
"base." About a half million of these 
oountorleit silver dollara have been iasued 
This ia what tho Chicago Tribune saya about 
this new kind of counterfeiting : 

After paying tho expenses of the opera 
tions of melting, rolling, stamping and 
miUiog they had a clear profit of fully 50 
cents on eaoh coin, Ixcause they passed at a 
dollar what had cost them leas than QO 
cents. They went in for " free coinage " 
in what they thought to be a praclical way, 
being allured by tho prcspeot of an 
immonso profit. Tiuy will have to bo 
punished, because their act was a fraud on 
the Government ond the pooplo,whoso guar- 
antee enables the holder of less than 50 cents' 
worth of silver to buy a dollar's worth of 
goods with it if the silver bo in tho shape of 
a coin omitted from the mint. Under 
present conditions the silver dollar ia a coin 
whioh is less than half intrinsic value and 
more than half " token." By appropriating 
tho latter the acoun^rela have committed a 
crime whioh in ita moral aspect ia aa bad aa 
burglary, apart from the legal character of 
the transaction. 

Yet the inciting motive of these fellows 
was no worse than that of the men who 
want free coinage of ailver at leas than half 
its intrinaic value because they believe it 
would enable them to cheat their creditors 
out of half what is justly due the latter, 
The chief difference is that the former have 
sought to steal by evading the law, the 
others want to do .it under cover of a law 
which they demand shall be paaaed for the 
purpose of enabling them to olieat without 
incurring the risk of going to the peniten 
tiary. 

A REMARKABLB CHANOB, 

The aspect of Europe has, within a very 
short time, undergone a moat remarkable 
change. It ia not so very long ago when 
war appeared imminent. The great powers 
were armed to the teeth, and so bitter were 
the jealousy and unfriendliness between 
many of them that it was impoasiblo to say 
how soon their immenae armies would be 
engaged in active hostilities. Suoh were 
the relations between France and Germany 
that it seemed certain that they would soon 
fly at each other's throats. Frenchmen did 
not attempt to conceal their longing for 
revenge, and they were regarded by the 
Germans with a sullen forbearance whioh 
might at any moment bo changed to fierce 
anger. Italy and France were snapping and 
snarliag at eaoh other, and were in matters of 
commerce at open war. There were many 
who feared that the relations between Great 
Britain and France could not long endure the 
atrain that was put upon them. Franco aud 
Ruasia, it is true, wore friendly, but it was 
considered that their friendliness was really 
a menace to the rest of Europe. Russia waa 
distrusted by the Germans, the Austriana 
and the British. Tho Czar made no sign, 
but it was believed that ho cherished am- 
bitious schemes, dangerous to the peace of 
Europe and Asia, and was only waiting for 
a favorable moment to put them into execu- 
tion. England, too, had her little qaaifel 
with Portugal in Western Africa which, if 
the times became troublous, might develop 
into something serioas. * 

Time has boon since those days, a 
maker of peace and a smoother of dif- 
ficulties. As it progressed the nations 
became more friendly, and a spirit of con- 
oillation was engendered and fostered. 
France seemed to be mnoh more peacefnlly in- 
clined. Her attitude towards Germany 
became almost friendly and her Ejstern 
dilTiculty with England disappeared. The 
tariff war between Franco and Italy ceased, 
and Raasia and Germany entered into 
negotiations for more favorable commeroial 
relations which have oalmisated in a treaty 
favorable to both. The big armaments are 
kept up, it ia true, but there is not tho 
inclination to uae them that waa so con- 
spicuous not many months ago, Thero is 
not oven a apock of war above the political 
horizon of Europe. The sky is perfectly 
clear and the nations are doing tlieir beat to 
put their domestic affairs in lieiter order. 
And tho prospect is fair for an improvement 
in tho political and the social condition 
of the peoples. Thero are some sanguine 
souls who think that the time ia not far off 
when a general disarmament will, with the 
free conaentof all natioDS,. commence. This 
is tt pleasant prospect." '^The only thing that 
mars if Is the deep depression that ia com- 
plained of everywhere. This depression 
has be^n and ia atiU the cause of incalcul- 



able suffering. When will it" disappear,'aiid 
how ia it to be dissipated, are questions 
which engage the thoughts of many minds. 
It is to be hoped that they will before long 
find a remedy for the t]ad times. -.The 
worst of it' Is,' .that what are offered 4a cures 
by eonie are considered by many others aa 
muoh worse than the disease. The tbeoriea 
of the menders of society are being more 
carefully and more v calmly... bonaidered than 
they have been-' hitherto. ~ They, indeed, 
force themselves on the attention of think- 
ing men, and will bo for some time the great 
topics of discusaion among those who have 
the regulation of nations and intelligent men 
of all conditions and professions. What the 
result of the disonsaions and the. agitations 
will be ia still a mystery to the wisest and 
the moat far-aeelng of tho sons of men. 

WHAT WILL HE DO WITH IT? 

There are many speculations in the States 
as to whether the President will veto the 
Seigniorage bill. It is reported that he ia 
receiving a great many oommunloationa on 
the aubjeot. Some who believe it to be 
their duty to help Mr. Cleveland to arrive 
at a correct decision in the matter, urge 
bim in very strong language to prevent the 
bill becoming law, others advise him 
strongly to sign the bill, repreaenting how 
badly the country la off for money, and 
showing him what miaohief his vetoing the 
bill will do the Democratic party. We 
have a notion that tho argumenls and 
representations of these self-constituted and 
unoilioial advisers of tho President will 
not have mucli effect on him.

These men 
have been doing their utmost to thwart the 
President in his attempts to keephis party 
respectable and true to their pledges to the 
people, and it Is not likely tliot he will con 
sent to bo their slave. He, no doubt, feels 
for them tho most thorough contempt, and 
there is no chance that he will acsist them 
in any way to commit political suicide, 
Since they are bound to kill the Democratio 
party, they mnat do their bad work without 
his help. Whatever course the President 
takes in this matter of the veto will be the 
one which ho considers best for the country.

The Finance committee recommended the 
ppropriation of $4,798 from municipal 
revenues for variona purposes set ont in the 
tatement accompanying the request. Car- 
ried. 

A requisition from the School Board for 
2,054 on account of educational matters 
was received and passed, as well as a sum of 
§214 for wiring the Central schools. 

A report from the Street committee re- 
commending tho laying of a 2 inoh pipe on 
Kolwin avenue and Tennyson street, was 
received and adopted. 

The same oommittee also reported on a 
number of matters of detail, 'mostly works 
needed to be done on streeis, which were 
referred to the city engineer f(>r report. 

The Electric Light and Oik Bay avenue 
exchange by-laws Were reconsidered and 
finally passed. 

Ald. Habbis moved that tho Council go 
into committee on the Hospital by-law, but 
on tho suggestion of Aid. Koith-Wilson it 
was decided to lay tho matter over pending 
tho receipt of a reply to tho Council'u com- 
munication to tho Hospital Board. 

It was decided, after a short discussion, 
that hereafter the wages to bo paid to over- 
seers on drainage work be $4 per day.

Changes Tliat tho City Gouncll Will Expect the 
J ubilee Uospltiil i o Hallo In Itti 
Constitution. 

As a result of their conference with the 
medical men and Jubilee hospital directors 
on Monday night, the City Council held a 
meeting in the Mayer's room yesterday 
afternoon to take some action in regard to the 
hospital. There were present betides the 
Mayor, Aldermen Munn, Humphreys, Har- 
ris, Keith-Wilson, Baker, Dwyer, Vigelius 
and Ledingham. 

Considerablo informal discussion ensued 
as to. the terms tlie city should ask from the 
hospital in return for the proposed $.35,000 
aid by-law, and eventually a list of resolu- 
tions to form the Council's "ultimatum" was 
drawn up by Aid, Keith-Wilson as follows : 

1. That the present Provincial Royal 
Jubilee hospital be converted into a provin- 
cial and city institution. 

2. That the provincial eoveruinenti be 
asked to approve the change. 

3. That the act -be changed to Bait the 
proposed re'Organization. 

4. That in the event of the ohange being 
made no power bo given the management) to 
mortgage the property. 

5. That the number of directors do not 
exceed nine, three of whom shall be appoint- 
ed by the Connoil. 

These resolutions were considered at some 
length and were finally adonred, the oiry 
clerk being directed to forward them to tha 
hospital board.

these 'oountriear are* developing a' latoe and 

• prodnotive- traue,- whioh is of- great benefic 
to ' the -whole -Dominion- and the 'Mother 
Country; and whereas at present . there ia no 
direct cable or telegraphic oonneotion be- 
tween these countries, which ia a serious 
drawback to'the" increasing trade and com- 
mercial relations with thetn; and whereas it 
is highly desirable, ia the interest and ad- 
vancement of trade and oominerae with 
these countries, to build and establlshadirect 
line of cable between thomand British Colum- 
bia; and whereas the Dominion government 
have by their policy shown an over ready and 
earnest desire to aid, nsaist, and promote 
the extension of trade relations which are of 
bsnefib to the Dominion ; and whereas in 
order to induce the iavestniont of the neces- 
sary capital to build, establish, and main- 
tain a first class line of cable, and to assure 
dividends on the capital invested therein, it 
ia necessary that some aid and assistance 
should bo E;iven by way of an annual sub- 
eidy : Therefore be it resolved, that a 
respectful address bo prcsoated to Ili^ 
Honor the Lieutenant Governor, praying 
Hia Honor to strongly impress upon the 
Dominion government the urgent necessity 
for, and the great advantages to the Dimin- 
ion to be derived from, a drst class line of 
cable between this province and Australia, 
via the Hawaiian Islands, And also to 
urge the Dominion government to subaidizo, 
and to endeavor to induce the Imperial 
Government to join with them in subaidizing 
or aiding, the construction and maintenance 
of such cable line. 

The mover, ond alao Mr. Grant, who sec- 
onded it, spoke brieQy in support of the 
resolution, which then was adopted nnani- 
mously, 

TBOTECriON OF BOTTLERS. 

Mr. C'Rora moved that the bill for the 
better protection of bottlers and manufac- 
tarof 8 of beverages bo placed on the orders 

for seoono r^a'^i'^S , , ., , , 

Hon. Mb Bea:"'*' """^ ''o thought it had 
been shown upon the prev\*'"i3 motion for its 
aeoond reading that the bill '^oi one 
in the intereab of the provinoe. He had no 
doubt that in the line of .the protection 
to every interest advocated ' in the house 
during the liist three or foar 'years, but for 
his part he would draw the Ilnat at. the pro- 
tection of old bottles. He moved in amend- 
ment that the bill be read a second time this 
day six months, which he said would give 
the gentlemen supporting the bill an oppor- 
tunity of making it a test question before 
the electorate. 

Hon. Mr Davie said he thought the 
house had not quite understood the bill 
when it was last before them, at all events 
he had not when ho unwisely undertook to 
move its second reading in the Bbaeoca of 
the member who had introduced it. The 
intention of the bill is not to prevent the 
buying and selling of old bottles, but rather 
to prevent imposition upon the public by 
the sale of articles in bottles other than in- 
dicated by tho labels or by the letters 
stamped upon the bottles. To take a local 
illustration, ,\Ir. Phillips makes sjda water 
which ho sells in bottles having hia name 
stamped upon them, and thi-j bill proposes 
to make it punishable for aoyono else, hav- 
ing obtained these stamped bottles, to fill 
them with eomethitg else end sell it as 
Mr. Phillips' soda water. Ha admitted 
that there are some rather unwise provi- 
aiona in the bill which might bo amended in 
committee. 

Mk Swobd asked 'the Speaker to rule 
whether or not the bill was in order. He 
thought it an int'erfetenos with trade and 
commerce, a matter coming within the ex- 
clusive scope of the Dominion piirliament, 
and therefore ultra virea of ttaia honse. 

The Speaker (Mr. Martin) said he did 
not mink tho bill an Interference with trade 
and commerce, and not having had oppor- 
tuui.y to give the matter any consideration 
would not rule it out of order. 

Mr. Brown spoke in support of tho 
amcndnneut, particularly as ho thought tho 
house should discourttgo tho practice of thus 
. bringing up again bills which have been 
voted down. 

Dr. Milne said ho had learned since tho 
bill was in tbe house before that one man 
alone in Victoria would lose ?.'{,000, being 
the value of stamped bottles which ho has 
on hand, should this bill become law. It 
practically provides that bottles which have 
been sold with their contents cannot bo 
made uao of by tlio purchasers, but must be 
destroyed or returned without recompense 
iQ (hose who have already been paid for 
them. 

The amendment waa carried on division. 

HALL MINES BILL, 

Mr Booth moved that tho standing or- 
ders of tho house be suspended in regard to 
biU<(No. 33) intituled "An act to authorize 
the'.Hali Minesj Limited, to construct tram- 
mys and electrical and other works in tho 
vicinity of Nelson," to allow tho bill to be 
placed in tbe position on the orders of tho 
day that it occupied whon it was ruled by 
Mr. Speaker not to be properly before tho 
house. 

Motion agreed to ; and bill ordered for 
oommittep to-morrow. 

CONSOLIDATED ELECTRIC RAILWAY, 

Mr Horne moved that the|itanding rules 
ondorders of thehoueoboauspondedin regard 
to bill (No. 29), intituled " An act to incor- 
porate tho Consolidated mil^ay and light 
company," to allow tho bill to bo placed in 
the position on tho orders of tho day that it 
oooapied when it was ruled by Mr, Speaker 
not to be properly before tho house. 

Motion agread to, and bill ordered for 
aeoond foading to-morrow, _ 

FIUSER RIVER BRIDGE. 

Hon. Mr Davie moved the aocond read- 
ing of tho Frasor river bridgo bill. The ob- 
ject of this, ho explained, is to aupplement 
tlie asaistanco granted last session, whon it 
was provided that upon the city entering in 
to an agreement which would secure tho eon 
Btruction of tho bridgo tliero should ba paid 
out by tho province tho sum of §10,5,000 in 
sovon equal annual payrm;nta. This pro- 
mise of uusiatunco hud, hov/over, not proved 
siiliioioul , and it is now prnpo?cil to inoreaae 
tho grunt by the sum of $:i,U0O a year, as it 
liaa been found that the city cannot procure 
tho construction of tho bridge with tho aid 
provided for in tho act of laiit soaaion. As 
the bridgo is recognized to ba a work of 
groat importance to tho province, it has 
been thought advisable to supplement that 
aid. The act of lotb seislna oontemplated 
sn arrangement with tIte.Burrard Inlet and 
" l^aaer ynlioy railway oampany by which 
""ihey'ahonld.construoii the Drldgo, but now 
ifc la proiioaed t^n outhorfze the city of Krw 
'Weitminater itself to odns'bciiot tho bridge,

Hon', Mr. Vernon said he did not think 
any injustice can arise out of this bill, an 
arrangement having been practically agreed 
upon by which if the act does not como into 
effect until the Ist of May all parties will 
be satisfied. Ho was assured by agents 
representing the company that if thoir ar- 
rangements are not completed by the lat of 
May, there will bo littio likelihood of thoir 
being able to complete them at all. Tho 
city also is quite satiefiod that such an ar- 
rangement shall be made, and if the com- 
pany can complete their financial operations 
as desired, tho city will wish them every 
succesa in the undertaking. If, however, 
tho company cannot go on with tho 
work, then tho city wishes to have author- 
ity to take it up uithout delay. It is pro- 
posed to insert in tho bill a clause providing 
that it shall not cumo into efTect until pro- 
cliimsil by tho Lieutenant-Governor in 
Council ; and to protect the interest of the 
province OS a whole it la proposed to insert 
also a clause providing that the operation of 
tho bridge shall bo niade Bubj>iot to the ap- 
proval of tho Lteutonaut-Governor in! 
Cuuncil, 

Mil RiioNVN spoke in support of the bill, 
and declaied that the city of New Weat- 
minsior would object to having the enter- 
prise indefinitely postponed, or laid over for 
another year, ou tho chance that the com- 
pany named would be able to go on with it, 

Hon. Mr Beaven asked for information 
with roapeot to tho city by-law relatinc to 
tho contract with the company; and this 
Mr. Brown gave to him. 

Mr. Hohne spoke in support of tho bill. 

Mr Kbllie said he considered that this 
bilLaimply proposed.tib throw away $18,000 
a year on a non-prodnetive undertaking, and 
that it is going i^'^Uttle too . far.

Tho committee then 
rose and reported progress.

Tbe Japanese General Elections not 
Favorable to the Strict Enforce- 
. ment of Treaties. 

Cblnese^ CompUc^tiooa With Great 
Britain— Xhreateneiil' Eruption— 
Fifty-eight Yeara a Prisoner."

The eomi-ofiSoial jonrnal, the Niohi Niohi, 
iglvea the foilowiog m 'the>;qomitpiient parts 
•of the" recently ele6ted'''irapaneee 'diet : 
Badioale, 120 ; Liberals, 64 ; Kokntnin 
Eyokai, 29; Doshl-seiaha, 22; Domei- 
eeiaha, 14 ; Soimu-Choaajo, 5 ; Oriental 
Radicals, 3 ; Independonis, 25; unaacer- 
taiacd, 18 ; varioua partioa, 10. Evidently, 
therefore, thevo aro coneiderablo differences 
of opinion aa to tho groupa under which tho 
membora ahould bo placed, but one thing 
■seema fairly certain, and that ia that thu 
Badicala have increased their numbers by 
some 30 or 40, and the Liberala by some 10 
'to 20. It thinks that if tho question of the 
• strict enforcement of the treaties should bo 
again brought before tho houao, it would 
not secure mora than 132 votea. Abei 
Iwane, the proposer of the strict enforco- 
imentof the treaties h»B failed in his re-elec- 
tion, havinp boon defeated by a Radical. 
Of tho total members 13S have been ro- 
■elooted; 24 have held seats informer seseions, 
and 138 are reported to bo newmembors. Tho 
TepreBcnlatives are composed of 94 nhizoku 
■and 206 hemin. Of these 37 are membera of 
.prefeotural or manlcipal aaaomblies, 45 
offioiala of companies, 27 barristers, 13 
joumallats, 4 school tedohera and authors, 1 
publio notary, 3 physioians, 3 goveramenc 
and 4 other publio offioiala, 115 farmers, 34 
merobants, 11 of bo profetaion and 3 un- 
known. The oaanaltiea in aonoeotlon with 
tho eleotiona have deoreaaed from 25 killed 
and 388 wounded in 1892, to 1 killed and 
153 wounded in this eleotion, the hurts ba- 
iDR tho result of faotion fights. The total 
number of persons throughout Japan paying 
direct national tares of 15 yen or more per 
annum was on the 15th June last 505.138. 
This number included 400 peers, 24,540 
shizoku and 4S6,198 hemin ; of these 8 
peers, 21,222 ahizoku and 436,079 hemin 
were qualified to vote for the eleotion of 
membera of the lower hottse. 

Tho silver wedding of His Imperial 
Majesty Mutsuhito, 12l8t Emperor of Japan 
and the Empress Haruko was celebrated 
with great rejoicing throughout the Empire, 
oa the d'Ai inat. Tho Emperor was born 
November 3, 1852, and succeeded to the 
throne on the death of his father February 
13, 1860. The Empress was born May 28, 
1850. Their marriage took place March 9, 
18C9. A large number of persons journeyed 
to Tokyo to witness the anniversary cele- 
bration. No less than 20,000 yiaitors were 
present from the northeastern provinces. 
Up to noon of the 8th, tho number of pres- 
ents accepted by the Imperial Household 
department as appropriate and fit for sub- 
mission to Their Majesties was 720. A 
special medal has been deaigued to be con- 
. ferred on those who have taken part in the 
-celebration. The ribbon is of yellow and 
orimaon in longitudinal bars. Tho medal 
which willbs atrnok both i;i gold and silver, 
is of exceedingly ornate design, being a 
wonderful improvement upon tho speoial 
postage stamps. In the centre are a pair of 
cranes flying upwards with sprigs of the 
matau, or fir, in their bills, and above them 
ia the ohryaanthemnm emblem. "The oen- 
tral device is eooiroled by bcanohea of the 
fnji (wisteria). The reverse side bears an 
inscription descriptive of the.oooasion which 
tho medal is to oommemorate. 

News of a serious nature, says the Rm- 
goon Times, comes from the Chinese fron- 
tier, where the Viceroy of Yunan ha? issued 
Q proclamation declaring the territory, in 
which tho recent encounter between the 
military police and tho Kaohins took place, 
to be located within the boundaries of tho 
Chinese Empire. Tho Chinese have been 
advancing claims to tho su/.irainty of certain 
outlying parts in tho north of Upper Bur- 
mah. They seem to have decidedly o'ab- 
lished their claims ao far aa somo of tho 
Kachin Hill tracts aro concerned. This hill, 
us a sciontiiio frontier, is a valuable atrong- 
hold wherein a few troops could succeaafuUy 
oppose an advancing army, and the anxiety 
of England to retain poaaeaaion of that part 
of the world has, most likely, been so' much 
overdone that the leager cupidity of the 
Celeatiala became thoroughly arouaed. At 
any rate, after lengthy negotiationa and the 
viait of tho Viceroy of India to tha Upper 
Burma frontier, China haa taken tho initi- 
ative reaponeibility of making a decisive 
move in the political game into which she 
has become more or less inveigled by the 
diplomatic promptings of Russia and Eranco. 
Still more claims to the cession of additional 
territory are being put forward, and negoti- 
ationa in this direction are proceeding be- 
tween the Chinese and Lord Boaefaery. 

The OfBotal Gazaiite giv^a further par- 
tionlara of the uneaay state of Kiriahima- 
yama, Miyazaki prefecture. On the 25th 
ultimo a peculiar noise waa .heard near tbe 

foot of the mountain, which was followed at 
10:30 a.m. by loud rumblinga ; at the samo 
time heavy smoke was omitted from tho 
crater, which the wind carried away to the 
east. The noiee ia reported to have been 
audible at a distance of ten ri. A shower 
of ashes subsequently fell around tho moun- 
tain, and on tho eastern aide, at Takaoka- 
mura, pebbles of tho size of boana foil with 
tho ashes. Rumblinga, followed by small 
showers of aehca, wore also experienced on 
the following morning and also on the 28th. 

The Diario do Manila of February 15 
publishes tho following : " Mariano Santa 
Ana, a native of Albay, who was born in 
tho year 1777, and is consequently 117 
years of age, was dismissed from the Hos- 
pital of San Juan de Dies yesterday. Old 
Santa Ana cotnpleted also, yesterday, his 
long term of imprisonment of fifty-eight 
years, which were accumulated by sen- 
tences for his three escapes from tho prison. 
Tho unfortunate man, on being sent away 
from tbe hospital, requested that ho should 
be permitted to remain in the place, seeing 
.that it la impossible foe .Urn. to earn his 
living through old age." ' '

ft. Yoang Womnn's Succnssas a I/CCturcr on 
Astronomy. 

MisB Mary Proctor, eldest datightor 
of the celebrated astronomer, Profeesor 
E. A. Proctor, is now following in the 

footstcpa of her inticb inraonted father 
nnd ia becoming very siicoessful ns n 
lecturer and writer ou tho acieuce of tho 
stars. • 

Miss Proctor was torn In Dnblin nud 

educated in EnglniKl. At a very tender 
Dgo the ambition to write entered her 
childish brain. Both parents encouraged 
this desire. After her mother's death 
Miss Proctor took up tho study of art. 
This in turn gave way to ii Bystematiq 
course of study in mythology and do- 
.Hcriptivo astronomy puraned under tho 
direction of Professor Proctor. 

After this for several years she wrote 
regularly for her father's magazine, 
Knowledge. In 1888 Prof esBor Proctor 
inarried'^ ah Ameri'cnn ihdy, and four 
years later tho family loft England and 
mudo their lionio in St. Joseph, Mo. 

Tbe young girl, now thoroughly in 
love with her astronotuical studies, con- 
tributed articles to Tho Scientific Amer- 
ican, Tho Arena, Frank Leslie's Week- 
ly and the St. Louis Repnblio. 

"I never cared for astronomy in 
Bcbool,"sho says, "It was not until 
my father took mo up nights with him 
to tho observatory and let me look 
throagh the big telescope, telling me all 
the time such wonderful things about 
the stars, that I began really to caro for 
it and at last to love it. 

"I now hope, in remembrance of 
those days, to make astronomy as popn- 
lar and interesting with children as my 
father made it to grown people." 

After tho death of Professor Proctor 
in 1888 it becamo necessary for tho

daughter to do something for a living, 
and she wont on writing and giving les- 
sons in music, art and the languages. 

Shortly before the World's fair, Mrs. 
Potter Palmer wrote asking Miss' Proc- 
tor to givo n .series of lectures on as- 
tronomy in tho Children'H building. She 
prepared tho lectures, having storeop- 
ticon illustrations, nudospectod to road 
them. What was hor di.sinay on enter- 
ing the lecture room to find that no 
lights boyoud that used to throw the 
pictures on tho screen were allowed in 
tho building! 

Rending in that pcraidarlfness was 
impossible, and she had to give her ad- 
dress without any notes wbatevw. As 
this was the first time in her life she 
over faced an aufiiciico ns a lecfnrnr, it 
was an e.xceediiigly trying cxporieiice, 
but fate sometimes forces us into just 
such ordeals for our own good. This was 
the case" with Miss Proctor, for she 
made such a .succofs that she has never 
fiiiico curried a manuscript onto a i)lnt- 
form, but .speaks entirely without notes. 

A New York manager, Icirning of her 
success, immodiatoly engaged lierfor the 
season of 1803-4, and slio lias since lec- 
tured with flattering results in Pliila- 
dclphia. New York, Brooklyn, Wilming- 
ton, Hartford and other eastern cities.

Principal Netherby aud Other Teacliera 
Give Evidence Before the 
Board. 



There were present at tho meeting ot the 
School Board last evening Chairman Charles 
Hayward, pr«widiB|{, and Trnstees Lovell, 
Olover, Saunders, Yatea and Marohant. . A 
number of teachers formed an interested 
audience. 

The first buainoaa taken up was the report 
of the special committee in regard to D. 
Ross, teacher of the second division of tho 
Central branch aohool, tba oommittee re- 
porting that Mr, Boas'denied everything in a 
general way, and tho report of the Principal 
in particular. They bad therefore invited 
Mr. Rosa to attend and make his own ex- 
planations to tho Board. 

Mr. Ross was called to . tho front and 
given a seat, while the Secretary read the 
correspondence leadin(( up to the notice of 
diemiBsal sent to him. First there nero 
complaints from several parents, asking to 
have their children removed from Mr. Roaa' 
room, as they did not make satisfactory 
prrgreiiy, the principnl reason given being 
the want of order. Mr. Netherby'S leport 
lo the School Board was read, 
this stating that tho ehargea were 
Willi founded as the dieciplino was not good, 
tlie room was untidy, and tho pupils 
ebowod no inrer'St in their studies. 'The 
diamiaaal of Mr. Boas, and hia proteat 
against' it for not having been allowed to 
make hia explanations, were alao read, and 
finallv Mr. Netherby's last official report of 
March S^2, reiterating the reasons Ki^en in 
hia confidential report. 

Mr. Ross, on ming asked to explain, re- 
marked that he vonld like to ask Mr. 
Netherby certain qaeations In regard to hia 
report on the subject. 

Trustee Yatks aaid that the gist of tho 
matter vaa, we're the obarsies of disorder 
and want of discipline well founded ? 

Mr. Boss went on to state that between 
the beginning of the term and the time that 
he was &sked to send in bis resignation, 
Inspector Burns had visited his room, and 
afterwards Principal Netherby told 
him (Mr. Ross) that tho inspector had re- 
ported favorably. Consequently, ho failed 
to aeo how, in the face of this. Principal 
Netherby could protend to base his adverse 
report to tho oommittee on what the lu- 
apootor had said. Last term Mr. Netherby 
had told him there were complaints against 
him, and advised him to have better dis- 
cipline and avoid these complaints; but had 
not complained on hia own account. There 
had been a request from a parent whoEO boy 
he had whipped, that the boy bo removed 
from the room. Mr. Netherby had 
told hfnl h3 was quite right 
in whipping the boy, but advised 
him to aooede to the request. 'i»d 
asked Mr. Netherby to interfere once In re- 
gard to punishing a boy, bnt it was only 
when the charge of diamissal was hanging 
over him and he wished to avoid further 
complaints being made against him. In 
answer to Trustee Marohatit, Mr. Boss said 
he conaidcred hia class waa working along 
amoothly enough when he got hia notice of 
diainiaeal. 

Miss Sanderson, a teacher in the adj lin- 
ing room, aaid she never heard any distur- 
bince in Mr. Rois' room though she could 
hear him teaching. Croaa-examined by Mr. 
Eoaa, she said she could have heard a cow 
bell if it bad been rung in Mr. Ross' room, 
but never did heat one. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Salloway, another teacher in the same 
building, bad heard diaturbance in the 
room, and there never had been really good 
order there. Very frequently Mr. Boaa 
oQuId be beard teaching while the children 
were talking londiy. There was a decided 
want 'of discipline. The room looked more 
like pigsty than a aohool room. 

Several teachers ware examined as to the 
condition of tho desks, but without any- 
thing material being adduced, 

Mr. Netherby, the principal ot tho school, 
being given an opportunity to tell his sido of 
tho story, proceeded to do so at some 
length. Ho reviewed the circumatancea of 
the several vinits of tho sohool inspeotors, 
and maintained that the order and discipline 
in Mr. Kosb' room was never good. The rc- 
apeot due to tho teacher waa not seen there. 
These oonoluaions he bad drawn from what 
he bad seen during visits, of which he gave 
the dates. Inspector Burns had complained 
to him that the boys of the ciass had answer- 
ed him impertinently. That was on Ojto- 
ber 6. After a later visit Mr, Barns had 
aaid the order was batter, and he (Mr. 
Naiherby) had fdit pleased at tba improve- 
ment, and so informed Mr. Ross. Liter 
ogain, when the complaints cimo in, he had 
told Mr. RosB he must mako some improvo- 
nients in tho order. Inspector IBurna, at his 
last visit, wheu aaked as to how Mr, Rosa' 
'Jiviaion was getting on, had replied unfav- 
orably. 

Some heated words passed between Mr. 
Rosa and Mr. Netherby, affecting tho ver- 
aoity of Mr. Netherby'a report, and as to 
what had paaaed between them. 

Tho evidence being concluded Trustee 
Marohant held that whether or not the re- 
port of tho committee was well founded, he 
remained of the same mind as ho was at first, 
und differed from their conoluaiona. Ho 
moved as ho had before that tho wholo mat- 
ter bo loft in slalu quo till tho end of tho 
term. 

TnnsTEii Yates held that the evidence 
waa conflicting, us Miss Saudoraon and Mr. 
Salloway, tho two witnosscs best quali- 
fied to give testimony, did not 
agree. As the testimony was not 
overwhelmingly strong againat Mr. Rosa ho 
should not bo dismisaid, but ho should be 
allowed to remain till the end of the term 
and take this as a warning that the eyes of 
tho board are upon|him. 

Finally Trustee Marohant's motion was 
made to tha effect that the notice of diamis- 
sal ha reaoinded, and Mr. JEUiss' dismissal be 
held in abeyance till the end of the term. 
This was seconded by Trustee Yates. 

Trdsxeb Lovmji held that the former 
conclusion of the Board waa not arrived at 
in a hurry, and that they could not with 
reepeotto themselvea rescind the resolution 
then passed. He moved that the report ot 
the committeo be not rescinded. 

Trustee Glover thought that it would 
do no harm to bo lenient, and if thingn did 
not improve by tho end of tho term they 
could then aet as now proposed. 

TiiuSTEK Saundkh.s thought tho commit- 
tee's report waa well founded, but if tho 
board decided to keep Mr, Roaa on ho 
should have a veto of consuro passed on him 
for tho way ho had conducted nis claeacs. 

The Ciiaiumav considorod it, a bad pro- 
oodent for the board to go back on their 
former action, cQpacially as lio had seen 
nothing in the ovideoco to show that they i 
eliould alter their dooiaion. 

Tiustee Marohant'd motion carried by 3 
lo 2, Trustees Marohant, Yates and Glover j 



voting in favor of, and Truateea Lovell and 

Saunders against it. 

The North ward boiler matter came up 
again in a letter from Mr. Flett, the sub- 
contrnctor offering to give bonds for the 
boilcr'a satislactory performance or to put 
in another ono. Tho question was discussed 
nt length, aud then a motion waa made by 
Truateo Yutcs that; the matter bo not 
again considered. This was lost und tho 
question being tliua again opsned up the 
Board udjjurnod without taking any fur- 
ther aotioo, it being past eleven o'ulotk and 
Trustee Yates threatenieg to have the 
whole voluminous reports read over again. 

INTERESTItf& NEW BILLS. 



High School AfflUation With Univer- 
sities—School Sites Vested in 
the City Corporatipns. 



Settlement of Labor Dlspntes— The 
Powder Nuisance— Sale of 
Church Keserves. 



Several very interesting and important 
provieious are contained in the bill to 
amend the public cchooi aot laid before the 
legislature yesterday. 'It eontaina the two 
provisions whioh made np the' bill recently 
withdrawn on account of a technical irregu- 
larity — viz , that any trustee may ba re- 
moved for criminal miaoonduct; and that 
tho payment of sohool tax requisite to 
qualify for a vote, aball be for the paat 
rather than for the current year— and be- 
sidca these there are several new provlsioua 
in the line of requests whioh have from time 
to time been made by the several cchooi 
boards. 

It is provided that the board of truateea 
wherever a high school or collegiate insti- 
tute is situate shall be a body corporate 
and politic under tho name of " The col- 
legiate institute board," and that it shall be 
lawful for any auoh collegiate board to enter 
into afliliation with any ono of the following 
Canadian universities : Toronto, Queen's, 
McGill, Frederioton or Dalhousie, which 
may by its charter and regulations bo 
authorized to permit auch i>ffiliation. 

Another clause declares that it shall not 
bo lawful for any powder magazine or store- 
houEG or place where powder or other dan- 
gerous explosivo substances are kept or 
stored, to bo or to remain within a distance 
of five hundred yards from any aohool house 
or place or building used for tho purpose of 
a school, or where scholars do or may aa- 
aemblo for tlio purposes of this act. 

Certain lands in the oitiea of Victoria, 
'Vancouver, Weatminstor and Nanaimo 
formerly act apitt for aohool reaorvea, or ac- 
quired by the crown for aohool purpoaes, are 
vested in the corporations of these oitiea in 
truat for aohool purposes and as school aitea. 

conciliation and AKBirRATION. 

The bill rtapecting councils of labor con- 
ciliation ond arbitration laid before the 
iegislatuio yesterday provides that the Pro- 
vincial Secretary may bo appointed to act 
%s commissioner of euoh councils, and that 
should necessity arise a deputy cammisalon. 
er may bo appointed, to hold that office 
either separately or in conjunction with 
some other position in thu public servico. 
Councils of conciliation are to con- 
sist of four persons, two to bo named 
by each party to any dispute ; 
and tba counoila of arbitration are 
to consist of three persona, one to be named 
by each of tho two parties, and tho third, 
who is to tho president, and a judge of tho 
Supreme court, to be named by the first two. 
The oonneils of arbitration are to conduct 
their proceedings as in open court; and it 
tho parties to a reference agree to be b')und 
by the award then it may he made a rule of 
the Supreme court upon upplioitinn of either 
party. The aot io to be applicable to em- 
ployers and tojempl ycce in general, whether 
organized or unorganized, but no claim or 
dispate ahall be tho subject ot opnoiliutipn 
or arbitration under the act in any casein 
whioh the euiploycea aSeoted are fewer than 
fifteen, 

A CllCIiClI KHSEnVE. 
The bill to authorize tho sale of certain 
lands to tho liiahop of Now VVostminater, 
presented to tho legislature yesterday, 
relates to tho lots reserved for the 
aeo of British Columbia at tho time 
of tho survey by the Royal Kngincors in 
ISB.'i, but reserved until such time as there 
ahouid bo a resident bishop and see on tho 
mainland. This oondition was mot in 18S0 
by tho creation of the diooeae of Now West- 
minster, and application to purchase tha 
land waa made by tho Bishop on ,'iOth July, 
1884 Ai thero have been doubta a> to 
whether the reserve was Intended as a free 
gift in the first place or for the purpoee of 
the aale of the land to tho sec, thia bill is 
introduced to authorize a ealo at the market 
value ot the land on the 30th July, 188-1, to 
be determined by arbitration if necessary. 
The land is in New Westminster oity, and 
bounded by ICighth end Tenth avenues and 
Eighth and Tenth atreeta.
